This result is proof of the high 
standard of quality possible when the hybridists use the right 
combination of parents. 


The above-mentioned controllable hybrids have proven 
to be some of the finest crosses of all time. They are outstanding 
in shape, texture, and lasting qualities. And further, one of the 
best things about these crosses is the fact that they come so 
extremely uniform. Wherever shown they prove their superiority. 
They have taken more awards in the past two years than any 
other comparable group. Three different plants among our C. 
Joyce Hannington’s alone have received a Gold Medal, First Class 
Certificate, and an Award of Merit, respectively. The exhibit of 
our controllable hybrids at the International Flower Show in the 
spring of 1949 was awarded a Gold Medal by the American Orchid 
Society as well as a Gold Medal by the Horticultural Society of 
New York. 


Since C. Joyce Hannington has proven to be such a fine 
cross we have made it again at Orchid Gardens and seedlings of 
straight Joyce Hannington which have been in such demand will 
again be available in tubes late this fall. In the meantime, numer- 
ous crosses have been made using one or another of these excel- 
lent examples of this cross as one of the parents.

These are immensely vigorous, free-flowering crosses, 
producing large dark flowers. The parents were carefully selected 
from a house of three thousand plants in bloom. The stud plants 
chosen were all developed from our fine C. labiata, and the re- 
sulting seedlings therefore contain one-half C. labiata blood. 
Their flowering period, in all cases, can be controlled to with- 
in three weeks, thus affording ideal stock for Christmas, Easter, 
Mother’s Day, etc. production. The large, dark flowers provide 
welcome relief from the weaker-colored Trianae and Mossiae 
hybrids ordinarily available during winter and spring. 


These crosses were originated from a strain of fine, 
strong-growing Cattleyas that are perfectly adapted to optimum 
cut-flower production. Our C. amabilis, for example, has pro- 
duced up to seven flowers to the spike, with as many as twenty 
flowers to a six-inch pot. Perhaps the most remarkable and 
telling feature of these flowers is their dissimilarity to other 
flowers available during winter and spring. The predominance 
of labiata, gigas and aurea blood accounts for their all-around 
better quality, and increased saleability.

GENERAL INFORMATION 
and SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS 


SEEDLINGS IN TUBES 


The agar formula in which orchid seeds are planted is a jelly-like material 
which will break up easily when disturbed, therefore, it must be realized 
that seedlings in tubes will undoubtedly arrive at their destination stirred 
up. Orders of ten tubes or more can be packed in a specially prepared box 
and shipped via Railway Express with a reasonable degree of success but 
regardless of careful packing or method of shipment we cannot guarantee 
the condition of tubes on arrival. However, this disturbance of the agar 
does not in any way affect the seedlings and losses will not be suffered if the 
seedlings are transplanted IMMEDIATELY UPON ARRIVAL. Because of 
this fact seedlings in tubes are never offered for sale until they are ready for 
transplanting into community pots. 


To avoid excessive losses, prepare your community pots in advance and 
plan to take care of your seedlings as soon as they arrive. 


Remove the contents of the tube to a piece of glass and sprinkle a few drops 
of water on the seedlings to separate them from the agar. As you separate 
them, sort the seedlings into groups according to size since they will do 
better if planted this way. Then using your favorite planting medium, 
put them into the community pots. Even the very smallest seedlings can 
be salvaged if they are tossed evenly upon the surface of a five or six inch 
bulb pan, using the same potting material that you use in the community 
pots. Leave a half inch space at the top of the pot so that a piece of glass 
can be placed over the top of the seedlings to maintain the highest possible 
humidity. Then place the pot in a saucer of water so that the seedlings will 
be kept very moist. Check them in about a week and you will find that many 
of them have grown roots and can be planted into their community pot. 
Replace your glass and leave them for another week and continue in the 
same way until all of the small seedlings have been planted. By this pro- 
cedure you will reduce your losses to a minimum; it is an unnecessary loss 
to throw away the small seedlings as many people do. There will usually 
be some small seedlings in every tube since some seeds are so much slower 
to germinate then others.

ORDERING 


Orders may be placed early to reserve your selections but shipments will be 
made only when weather conditions permit so that safe delivery to your door 
can be assured, Orchid plants must be guarded against chilling since they 
may not recover from the set-back suffered thereby. 


If you have a choice, please specify the approximate time that you would 
like to receive your order, otherwise, we will notify you a few days in ad- 
vance of shipment so that you can be ready to receive your order. The safe 
shipping period opens about May fifteenth and continues through October. 
Plants can be safely shipped by Air Express within the Continental United 
States any time during the season when there is a mild day to safely trans- 
port the package from the greenhouse to the airport, since arrangements 
have been made with the Airlines to carry these perishable parcels inside 
the plane at room temperature. If shipment is made to a cold area, plans 
should be made to pick up the parcel upon arrival so that it does not have 
to travel around in an unheated delivery truck. Shipment during the cold- 
est part of the winter is discouraged.

SHIPMENTS 


Selection of the finest and largest plants available in each lot of the crosses 
included in your order will be made; however, please remember that all 
crosses do not attain the same size at the same time, therefore do not ex- 
pect to receive all seedlings of equal size when ordering various crosses. 
They may or may not be the same and the explanation is simple: all of the 
tubes are not started at the same time therefore the period of growth varies 
in each case placing different crosses at an individual stage of development. 
Furthermore, different parent plants evidence different growing habits 
which are often reflected in the seedlings produced by these plants. The 
amount of sun during any one season plays an important part in the growth 
of plants also so that the seedlings from one cross may even vary somewhat 
from one year to another.
